Educators Back 
Bill To Exeaipt 
Retiremeat Wage 


HARRISBURG, 
(INS) 
— 
The 
Pennsylvania State Education As­ 
sociation Is supporting a bill be­ 
fore Congress to exempt $125 a 
month of retirem ent income from 
the federal wage tax. 
The m easure, hanging over from 
the first session of the 83rd Cong­ 
ress, is aw aiting action by the 
House W ays and Means Committee 
The proposal, sponsored by Rep. 
Noah Mason (R) Illinois, not only 
would cover teachers 
retirem ent 
but would benefit firem en, police­ 
men and m unicipal, state and fed­ 
eral employes. 
The education association points 
out th at m any groups of retired 
w orkers, 
em bracing 
more 
than 
8,800,000 people, are exem pt from 
federal tax on pensions and annuit­ 
ies, including approxim ately 2,000,- 
000 
ex-railroaders. 
The benefits 
proposed in the Mason bill would be 
in addition to personal exemptions 
granted by law. 
Income from part-tim e employ 
m ent would not affect the proposed 
tax relief unless the m onthly sum 
should exceed $75, in which case a 
retired w orker would lose a m onth’s 
exemption. The proposal has been 
aired in public hearing and has

well as by representatives of unions 
and organisations of public employ­ 
es.

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Coffee Sales Drop 
As Consumers Shy 
At Zooming Prices 


Maybe there was an awful lot of 
coffee la Brasil last year, but this 
year thins* don’t look quite rn well 
—end the price of coffee la reflect­ 
ing It. 
The retell prick of coffee, up 
ebout air centa in the leat three 
week*, la expected to keep climb­ 
ing. with moat brands pausing, or 
already having passed, the $1 a 
pound mark, a check of Lower 
Bucks County stores shows. 
In arse store*, brands of coffee 
are selling from Pie to $1.03 a 
pound, un increase of from two to 
six conte over the weekend. 
It Cents A Cup! 
Th* situation—which may lead to 
I boost in the IO cent cup of coffee 
to 15 centa In restaurants—is due 
to a costly frost in Brasil last sum­ 
mer. The National Coffee Associa­ 
tion, representing the 
Importers 
and roasters, said Brasil reported 
last summer’s frost ruined 2,500,- 
000 to 1,000,000 baga of coffee, or 
between 300,000,000 and 400,000,- 
000 pounds. 
It’s going to be a tough "grind” for 
coffee manufacturers this your, and 
the scarcity, of course, hikes up the 
price. In the Bristol area the moat 
popular brands are selling for shout 
99 cents, with additions! increases 
expected by the end of this week. 
In Morrisville, the average selling 
price was $1 a pound, and In New­ 
town, the $1.03 high has already 
been reached. The Newtown price 
is expected to be reached by the 
entire area within the next few 
weeks. 
Fashed en Retailer 
Because the roasters, or coffee 
manufacturers are paying from IO 
to 14 cents more per pound in the 
last five weeks, a portion of this 
increased cost is being pushed on 
to the retailer. 
"You can draw your own conclus­ 
ions about how long the roasters 
can pay higher prices without pass­ 
ing it on to the consumer,” a repre­ 
sentative of the National Coffee 
Association 
said. 
"The 
market 
figures show the roasters paying 
67.5 centa a pound, but the figure 
is somewhat misleading. They have 
to roast about 118 pounds to get 
100 pounds of coffee for retail 
sale." 
It is predicted that all brands 
will reach the $1.03 high mark 
when the latest wholesale increases 
are passed on to the consumer. 
Costs doing Up 
"We got 97 cents a pound last 
week 
for 
nationally 
advertised 
brands," said an official of a Bris­ 
tol store, "and this week we had 
to raise that to 99 cents. Eventually 
a can of coffee will cost $1.03 be­ 
cause our costs have gone up six 
cents a pound in the last month.” 
The consumers in Lower Bucks 
County haven’t been taking the 
price increases lying down. Instead, 
they’ve been standinfg up and re­ 
questing instant coffee, which is 
cheaper, or buying less popular 
brands of coffee. One store in New­ 
town, which handles a local brand 
of coffee, said this particular brand 
is selling for only 88 cents a pound 
—and that it is certainly selling. 
On the whole, 
however, 
area 
stores report that the sale of coffee 
has dropped substantially—and will 
probably continue to do so.
